B<)Ston, .Msigi., Nov. 27.— If Is now 
known thi^ thirty persons lost their 
lives In live wreck of ihe Moniresl 
express at liaker's llrfdge station last 
night. Thirty-one of the Injured are 
In hospitals. 

After the crasli the cars caught lire 
and many of the Injured were cre¬ 
mated and the H«'ene of the wreck 
Is horrible. 

Five members of one family met 
death. The only explanation of the 
wreck Is that the engineer, who Is 
dead, mlsnnderslood the signals. 

The wreck Is the most dtsastrous 
In this ^late In muny years and oc¬ 
curred at 8:15 o'clock on the main 
line of the Pittsburg division of the 
Uoston and .Maine railroad. The reg¬ 
ular Hunday night express which left 
Iloston at 7:45 o'clo<-k for .Montreal, 
via the Rutland system, crashed Into 
the rear of a local train which start¬ 
ed from Hoslon at 7:15. Sixteen were 
killed outright. Many passengers sus¬ 
tained minor cuts, bruises snd burns. 

The .Montreal train was drawn by 
two loi'omotIveH and consisting of 
nine cars, crashed into the Imal de¬ 
molishing the two near curs. 

AH passengers killed and seriously 
Injured were In these. None of the 
passengers on the Montreal train 
were seriously hurt. 

The wrock.'ige caught Ore and some 
passengers were Incinerated. 

I'ninjiired persons snd a number 
of train hands, assisted by villagers 
went to the aid of the Injured and 
many person-; were rescued. 

Aceurding lo the statement of 
persons ut the de|>ol the brakemai. 
bad been sent lo place a fuse or red 
fire torch, some distance In the rear. 
The night was unusually dark, partly 
owing to a dense mist which came up 
Iho Sudliury river. According to those 
St the station at the time the torch 
had not been set more than a minute 
before the roar of the heavy train 
around the curve a short distance 
east of the depot was heard. Within 
a few seconds the headlight on the 
rushing lotoinotKe showed through 
the mist and Itefore a hand could be 
lifted to warn the passengers in the 
walling train, two engines, traveling 
at the siteed of thirty-five miles an 
hour crashed Into It.

There was a miraculous escapi 
from drowning by a party of flv« men 
at Hlixabethtown, III., forty miles 
above Paducah. 


('apt. W ( . Claih, retiring repre 
sentallvc in the general assembly 
from McCraiken county, and former 
postmaster of Paducah, had a hslr- 
bieudth escaiie Ibis morning about 
to o’cltKk on Broadway tietween 8er- 
and and Third streets, by being 
St ruck liy Klreel car 51 and rciidersd 
iitnonsi'lons. Man.v at flrsl inoiiRlit 
he was killed, but after being taken 
home he revived, and while It Is be¬ 
lieved that his Injuries are not neces¬ 
sarily diingerous because of Ills age, 
74, It Is uncertain. 

Cupl. Clark was walking down 
Broadway, between Third and Second 
atreeis. Whether or not he meant to 
cross the sln-et Is unknown, but when 
car 61, east bound, of the South filh 
street line, approached he was In the 
street, within a few f< R of the track, 
and kept getting closer to the track 
all the time. Theftiotorman.J. S. ling- 
by, states that he rang his bell and 
yelled at the man, but about the 
lime the front of the lar was at him 
he hud gotten so near (he track that 
his right sido extended over enungh 
for the car to hit him and he was 
knocked to the street and rendered 
unconscious. 

The accident happened In front of 
John Duughertj'a store, a few feet 
frhm Rudy, Phillips ft Co.'s, and he 
was carried Into the slor“ of Mr. 
Daugherty. Dr. L. 1.. Smith and Dr. 
Frank Boyd were noun at his aide and 
revived him in a few seconds. After a 
hasty examination they found that he 
was not sufferiiis from any serious 
Injuries but was badly bruised. They 
drewsed his wounds and sent him to 
bis home, at 5o7 Ruuth Fourth street. 
In an ambulance.
